Fin NO WAR JOST XOW 


Report That Japan Is Increasing Army 
and Navy Discredited. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—At the Japanese 
Legation here the report from Vladivostock 
via St. Petersburg that Japan is raising her 
army and navy to a war footing is given no 
credence. No immediate trouble with Rus- 
sia is anticipated, according to the advices 
received here, and the second or reserve 
corps is being disbanded. 

Japan is said, however, to be broadening 
the basis for her possibilities in case of 
war, 1 seat she 1 . further 
recru e na 0 O vesseis, owever, 
have been’ purchased yet. The cruiser 
Esmeralda was purchased from Chili be- 
fore the Chinese war ended. 

Mail advices received a few days ago in- 
dicate that the fighting on the island of 
Formosa has been rather heavier than 
cable reports showed, but there is no in- 
formation here that the relyels are being 
supported by the viceroye of Southern 
China. While this is considered probable, 
af aid would be rendered secretly. That 
additional detachments of the imperial body 
guard have been sent to Formosa is consid- 
ered probable. The imperial guard cor- 
responds to the regular army here, and com- 
prises 60,000 men. No credence is placed in 
the report \that the fortifications at Port 
Arthur have been blown up. Eventually 
when the Liao Tung peninsular is surrend- 
ered to China in accordance with the terms 
of the treaty, the Japanese will of course 
dismantle @ fortifications, but as Port 
Arthur would be held as a hostage for the 
payment of the indemnity, the report that 
it has been blown up at this time is con- 
sidered absurd.

THE STRAW BOND SCANDAL. 


The exposure of the straw bond busi- 
ness in the Criminal Court in yester- 
day’s Sunday Post-Dispatch disclosed one 
of the most disgraceful ecandals brought 
to light in connection with the local ad- 
ministration of criminal law. 

The Post-Dispatch has from time to 
time published instances of crookedness 
in straw bonds which indicated wide- 
spread abuses. Judge Bdmunds early in 
his term recognized the existence of the 
evil and made strenuous attempts to 
suppress it. But the facts show sych an 
extent of crookedness that nothing but 
a’ thorough investigation and vigorous 
prosecution will stop the vicious prac- 
tice. 

A partial investigation of the evil 
‘shows that forfeited bonds to the amount 
of $25,000 are due the State. Some of 
them can be collected from the bonds- 
men, but the bulk of them are signed by 
professional straw bondsmen without 
available property and who did not pos- 
eas proper qualifications when they 
signed the bonds. They were guilty of 
perjury, and through their purchased per- 
jury criminals have escaped and the 
State been swindled out of the 
amount the bonds. 

Practically the straw bond business is 
an organized system to seoure the es- 
cape of accused persons by putting up 
‘worthless bonds, for which the bondsmen 
are paid. The bondsmen are paid to per-

This is a clear announcement of the 
bolt of the gold standard men should the 
majority of the Democrats succeed in 
expressing ite will in the party platform 
and Presidential nomination. It is an 
avowal of the bolting intention which 
the Post-Dispatch several weeks ago de- 
clared was harbored by the Administra- 
tion following. 

TEXAS WILL NOT BE DISGRACED. 

The eight whereases which support 
Gov. Culberson’s decision to suppress 
prize-fighting in Texas are sound in ev- 
ery particular. They are in accordance 
with law, morality and sound public 
policy, and indicate that the Governor 
has been a careful reader of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Since the arrangement to hold the 
Corbett-Fitzsimmons prize-fight in Texas 
the Post-Dispatch has persistently urged 
the authorities of the State to stop it 
as contrary to law, inimical to the inter- 
ests of the State and tending to bring 
Texas into discredit and make it the 
rendezvous of thugs. Gov. Culberson 
reiterates all of these objections and in- 
structs the law officers to enforce the 
law. He pledges his best efforts to sup- 
press prize-fighting in the State. 

This proclamation is peculiarly gratify- 
ing at this time. It is in the nature of a 
Geath-blow to the brutal business—it 
cannot be called a sport—of prize-fight- 
ing, which has been driven from nearly 
every other State in the Union. It is 
a vindication of Gov. Culberson, who has 
been represented as friendly to prize- 
fighting. It is of great benefit to the 
State of Texas. 

The issue has been made so clearly 
that the Texas law officers are bound to 
enforce the law. Texas will not be dis- 
graced by a slugging match and an in- 
vasion of toughs. The sluggers and their 
managers, the gamblers and the toughs 
must find some place friendlier than 
Texas to brutality. 


BIMETALLISM IN ENGLAND. 


Late London dispatches indicate that 
the restoration of silver to an equality 
with gold in the monetary system played 
a larger part than was at first supposed 
in the recent elections in Great Britain. 
The secretary of the Bimetallic League 
declares publicly that most of the Tory 
members-elect are pledged to favor in- 
ternational action in behalf of bimetal- 
lism. In many of the districts the Tory 
candidates were pledged to such action 
by their constituents, and a considerable 
number of them openly advocated bimet- 
allism in their campaign addresses. 

There is d reason to believe that in 
the next House of Commons Mr. Balfour, 
Mr. Chaplin and Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach will have a large and influential 
following in their efforts for the restora- 
tion of silver to its former place as a 
monetary metal. At any rate, the new 
government will certainly not be as ruth- 
less and bigoted in behalf of the single 
gold standard as was Sir William Vernon 
Haroourt in the late Liberal Ministry. 

There seems to have been some hitch in 
Germany in the call for an international 
monetary conference. A month 
Chancellor Hohenlohe seemed to be 
ready to issue the call. As nothing has 
been heard of the matter since, it is not 
unlikely that the German bimetallists, 
posted on what was going on in England, 
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to spend in pol- 
itics) to defeat Senator urn’s can- 
didate, but the latter was elected by the 
crushing majority of 492 votes. Mr.

Charles, Mo., October 25, 1840. He graduated 
at St. Charles College in and studied 
law at Harvard College, his degree 
in 1861. When the war broke out he organ- 
ized a company and served for two years on 
the Union side. He was appointed counsdélor 
for the North Missouri Railway Company 
in 1863, and later Gov. Gamble made him 
United States District Attorney. He was 
elected to the State Legislature from St. 
Charles County, and in 1868 was selected 
Speaker, being the youngest man that ever 
occupied the chair. When the question of 
dealing with former secessionists came up 
Mr. Orrick became the object of great 
criticism for advocating extremely liberal 
measures. In 1871 he came to St. Louis, 
and has built up a large civil practice. In 


1869 Mr. Orrick married Miss Penelope, the 


daughter of Hon. Beverly Allen.
